Frid.w — Arrive Chicago 8 A. M. Leave Chicago 9 A. M. over 
Rock Island Lives. 

Chicago is the starting point for the West. From Chicago we 
pass through the woodlands of Northern Illinois. Shorty after 
luncheon wc cros.s the Father of Rivers, the Mississippi, over 
one of the largest steel bridges in the world. From this point 
a fine view of the river for miles up and down is had. Travel- 
ing on, we enter the wealth-producing prairies of Iowa and 
cross the Missouri River at Council Bluffs. In crossing this 
river one can see at a quarter of a mile to his right the location 
., of the old ferry which more than half a century ago was the 
connecting link between the tried and untried West. It was 
at this point wiiere rail transportation ended and stage began. 
Here the '49ers crossed in the rush to California's gold. 
Omaha, which is one of the principal cities of the Central West. 
is our next stop, and one will note its many factories and 
beautiful residences. It is one of the centers of the packing 
industry. Continuing on our journey, we pass though Lincoln. 
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Capitol Building, Denver 

the capital of Nebraska and the home of our Secretary of State, 
and thence on through this grain country, arriving in Denver 
the next day, where we start our trip through the Rockies. 

Saturday — 1 ;00 P. M. Arrive Denver. 

Our headquarters in Denver it/ill be the Hotel Albany. 

Population. 213.381; altitude, 5,200 feet. 

Our first, principal stop after leaving CKicago will be Denver, 
where we will spend an entire afternoon and evening. We 
have made arrangements for automobiles and sight-seeing 
cars to meet our trains and conduct us on a lour of inspection 
of this beautiful city, the capital of Colorado. We will visit 
many of the beautiful buildings, drives and parks, for which 
this city is noted. A view of over 200 miles of mountains may 
be had from almost any part of the city. 

Leave 12:00 midnight, Denver & Rio Grande R. R. 
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The Garden of the Gods, at Colorado Springs 

Sunday — Arrive Colorado Springs, 5:00 A. M. 
Population, 29,078; altitude, 6,035 feet.

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Through the Royal Gorge 



Arriving at the city of Sunshine and grandeur in Pike's Peak 
region early the next morning, we have arranged to spend one 
entire day and evening at this beautif-ul resort, known the 
world over for its scenery and ideal climate. A special auto 
trip has been arranged to take us to the Garden of the Gods, 
Manitou Springs (the base of Pike's Peak), and through 
Williams Canyon, all of which are noted the world over for 
their beautiful scenery. Ample time will be allowed for the 
many more side trips of this wonderful place. From here on 
you are in the land of promise — we are just entering into the 
heart of the Rocky Mountains. 

Leave Colorado Springs, 5 :00 A. M. 
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Glenwood Springs 

Monday— Arrive Royal Gorge, 8:00 A. M. 

We have timed ourselves in leaving Colorado Springs so as 
to pass through the Royal Gorge in the daytime, stopping at 
one point for a half hour's inspection of this world-famous 
chasm. Just imagine yourself in the heart of the Rockies be- 
side a large, rustling stream winding its way through moun- 
tains on both sides, which tower thousands of feet overhead, 
and at several places are only forty feet from top to top. It 
is in places like this that you will appreciate the wonders of 
nature. 



Arrive Glenwood Springs 4 :00 P. M. 

At Glenwood Springs, which is reached later in the day, a 
stop of two hours will be made, so our party can visit this 
popular resort and its many springs. You can take a dip in 
the world's famous outdoor health-giving pool, which is open 
all year around, and be refreshed so as to continue on your 
journey.

Tuesday — Arrive Salt Lake City 8:00 A. M. 

Headquarters, Hotel Utah, Luncheon at this hotel. 

Salt Lake City, our next stop, is one of the most picturesque 
cities of the country, with its many beautiful buildings, resi- 
dences, drives, etc., surrounded on all sides by mountains of 
various colors. Upon arriving at Salt Lake City, our parties 
will be met at the depot by sight-seeing cars, to show them 
around the beautiful city. We will visit the famous Mormon 
Temple, which took forty years to construct and is today a 
triumph of architecture. We will also visit the Tabernacle, 
where an organ recital will be given on one of the largest 
organs in the world. After luncheon all those wishing to take 
a trip to Salt Air Beach, where they can bathe in the Great 
■'Salt Lake, may do so and have plenty of time to catch our 
train, which leaves at 5 :00 P. M. 

Leaving Salt Lake City, we proceed westward, crossing the 
Great Salt Beds at sunset, and giving our parties a sight

long to be remembered. From here we journey on and the next 
day we pass through the Feather River Canyon, a sight which 
is entirely different from anything we have seen thus far. Here 
we wind in and around mountains for hundreds of miles along 
the^ beautiful Sacramento River and reach Sacramento, the 
capital of California, late in the afternoon.

A stop-orer of seven hours will be allowed to visit the viatiy 
places of interest of the capital city. 

Thursday — Arrive San Francisco 6:30 A, M. 

Leaving Sacramento at midnight, we continue on our journev 
and arrive at Oakland Pier, where ferry boats will take us 
across the bay to the foot of Market street, where taxicabs will 
convey us to our hotel in time for breakfast. After breakfast 
all our party will be assigned to their different rooms, which 
have already been provided for.

Sunday— Z.^aT.'f San Francisco 8:00 P. M. Market Street Depot, 
Proceeding down the coast line of the Southern Pacific R. R., 
we are in view of the beautiful Pacific Ocean most of the way, 
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A Scene in Los Angeles 

and arrive at Santa Barbara (the Mission City) the next morn- 
ing in time for breakfast. Continuing on, we pass through 
Miramar and Monticeto. where we can see the beautiful homes 
of our famous millionaires, and then Summerland is passed, 
where you will notice hundreds of oil wells built out in the 
ocean and pumping oil from beneath the deep blue sea (unique 
sight). The Ventura River is crossed a little later, and situated 
a short distance further on are the cities of Ventura and 
Oxnard, which are both know^n the country over as the great 
bean and sugar centers of the West. Then on to Los Angeleb, 
where we arrive two hours later.

Here we have arranged for a sight-seeing trip, called the 
"Balloon Route Trip," in special Parlor Observation cars, 
which takes us through Los Angeles, the beautiful Bungalow 
City of Hollywood, Sherman, the orange and lemon district, 
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Pleasure Pier and Strand. Long Beach 

Beverly Hills. National Soldiers' Home. Breniwood Park. Santa 
Monica, Ocean Park, with its $1,000,000 pier; Venice, the Coney 
Island of the West and modeled after its namesake on the 
Adriatic, Playa del Ray. Moonstone Beach and Redondo 
Beach, where is located the largest salt water plunge in the 
world and is famous for its beautiful gardens.

Our special train will leave Los Angeles (La Grande Depot) 
via Santa Fe Lines at 10:00 P. M. Sleepers will be ready for 
occupancy at 9:1S P. M. During the night our train will climb 
the western slope of the Sierras, crossing the Mojave desert 
during the cool midnight hours. 



THURSDAY' 



After crossing the Colorado River at Needles, shortly after 
breakfast, our route lies up through the picturesque Kingman 
Canvon, constantly ascending to the higher altitude until we 
reach the Grand Canyon of Arizona (altitude 7,000 feet). 
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Grand Canyoji of Arizona 

Thursday— Arrive .Grand Canyon of Arizona 11:30 P. M. 

All that can be Said in print would scarcely give a hint of the 
magnitude of this scenic wonder. A series of tremendous 
chasms, which form the channel of the Colorado River through 
northern Arizona, reach their culmination here in a chaotic 
■ gorge, 217 miles long, from nine to thirteen miles wide and 
more than 6,000 feet below the level of the plateau. It is a 
terrific trough peopled with hundreds of peaks taller than any 
mountain east of the Rockies, yet not one of them with its 
head as high as your feet, and all ablaze with such color as 
no Eastern or European landscape ever knew, even in the 
Alpen-glow. It is of such magnitude and grandeur that it is 
beyond comprehension. It must be seen to be appreciated. The 
. Santa Fe delivers the train to the rim of the canyon, where a 
fine hotel, El Tovar, has been erected. Carriage drives along 
the rim of the canyon disclose fine views from various points, 
while those desiring to descend into the canyon may procure 
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horses and guides for the trip down Bright Angel trail, seven 
miles to the Rio Colorado, terminating at the top of the granite 
wall overlooking the river. At this point, the stream is 1.272 
feet below, while the hotel is 3,158 feet above. Ample time 
will be given to make the descent. This tremendous chasm may 
be viewed from the rim or by trip down the trail. Rides and 
drives along the rim and through the forest are favorite means 
of "doing" the Canyon. Some prefer to view the ever-changing 
panorama from seats along the rim or from the hotel veranda. 



Friday at Grand Canyon. 

Leave Grand Canyon Friday, 7:00 P. M. 

Saturday — 

Having left the Grand Canyon early in the evening, during the 
night hours we have traversed eastern Arizona and Western 
New^Mexico, arriving at Albuquerque early Saturday morning. 
Leaving Albuquerque, the route for many miles lies along the 
Rio Grande River— with its interesting Mexican villages — and 
later crossing the first range of the Rockies at Glorictta (alti- 
tude 7,421 feet) and piercing the second range by tunnel at 
Raton (aUitude 7,60S feet). The route through the Rockies 
follows closely the historical "Old Santa Fe Trail" traversed 
by the early settlers and "prairie schooners" prior to the advent 
of the railway. This entire swing through the Rio Grande 
Valley and Rocky Mountains will be during daylight. 

Sunday — Arrive Kansas City. 

On awakening Sunday morning we are traversing the wheat 
and corn belt of Kansas. En route through the "Sunflower 
State," we pass the cities of Hutchinson, Newton, Topeka. the 
capital, and Lawrence, the university citv, arriving at Kansas 
Citv. 

Leaving Kansas City during late afternoon we shortly cross 
the muddy Missouri River by half-mile long bridge with its 
approaches, and during the night will have crossed a small por- 
tion of Iowa and through Illinois into Chicago.
